Mrs. Angus Drops Plan to Re- 
tire—Dr. MecTernen, Dr. 
East, Not to Run 


The entire complexion of the school 
committee three-year-term race was 
changed Wednesday afternoon when Mrs. 
Annie S. Angus, present member, took 
out papers for nomination. She had pre- 
viously expressed a desire to retire, but 
at the insistence of many friends she re- 
entered the race. Dr. Harry C. East, who 
also at the insistence of friends early in the 
race took out papers but did not circulate 
them, will not file his papers, it was 
learned, since he feels it might interfere 
with his practice. Dr. Malcolm McTernen, 
who was seriously considering entering the 
three-year race, stated Wednesday night 
that he definitely would not take out 
papers. If he runs for anything, it would 
be for the one-year term he stated, but he 
added that the chances were that he 
would not even enter this race. 

Yesterday afternoon the fourth woman 
candidate, Laura Marland of Bartlet 
street, took out papers for the three-year 
term for the school committee. 

There was very little other activity in 
political circles this week. Francis Zec- 
chini of South Main street took out 
papers for the Board of Public Works, and 
Thomas D. Taylor of Lowell street is 
definitely in the tree warden contest. The 
tax collectorship contest seems to have 
reached a saturation point, the only 
activity this week being the confirmation 
by David Bell of the Townsman’s previ- 
ous statement that the papers he took out 
probably were for tax collector. 

Only one more week remains for filing 
papers, the deadline being next Friday 
evening at five.

Budget Reports 
Given TPA Heads 


Delegate Suggests Savings in 
Health Items—B.P.W. Cut 
by Finance Committee 


The budgets of the selectmen, school 
department and the board of health were 
thoroughly gone over on Tuesday evening 
at a meeting of the board of directors of 
the Andover Taxpayers’ association. No 
definite action on the various items has 
been taken as yet by the directors. An- 
other meeting has been called for next 
Friday when reports on the Board of 
Public Works, library and cemetery trus- 
tees will be heard. 

Dana W. Clark and Edward A. Ander- 
son, representatives of the association at 
the school department budget meeting, re- 
ported that as far as they could see the 
item of $191,528 was not too high. It rep- 
resents an increase of $6420, Mr. Clark 
said, and most of this comes in the pay 
restoration for the months of January 
and February. Mr. Clark added that the 
committee was possibly practicing poor 
economy in putting off until another year 
such items as the remodelling of the pres- 
ent unsanitary Bradlee school basement, 
the cost of which was estimated at $2500. 

Various questions were asked on items 
in the budget. There was some discussion 
about the necessity of a dental hygienist, 
whose salary is $1300, and Mr. Clark 
replied that health was becoming in- 
creasingly a school function. Selectman 
Howell F. Shepard stated that a law was 
passed last year authorizing towns to 
spend money for dental work under the 
selectmen. In answer to a question 1t was 
stated that the dental hygiene work had 
been going on for at least a decade. 

The discussion then went on to the 
expense of some of the newer “‘frills and 
fads” in the curriculum, but no definite 
action was taken, the discussion ending 
with a suggestion by director E. V. French 
that it was a problem that required a 
great deal of intensive study. 


Health Board Savings 

Sidney P. White, who represented the 
association at the board of health budget 
meetings, had a number of suggestions 
for savings. He stated that the Health 
nurse item calls for an increase of $75 for 
a substitute during vacation. Mr. White 
recommended that $25 be spent through

Finance Committee Cuts $13,000 


Although the Board of Public Works 
report is not due until next Friday’s 
meeting, there was some discussion, with 
Eldon E. Stark reporting that the finance 
committee had effected several changes in 
the budget totalling $13,000.

the Red Cross for this item, thus saving 
$50. 

He stated that an item of $100 is 
inserted for slaughter inspection, to be 
spent at $3.00 per head. This amount will 
probably be turned back to the town in 
free cash, because for several years past 
there has been no slaughter, Mr. White 
reported. “They have, however, been 
paying $180 for no services rendered,”’ he 
added. 

Chairman Stacey stated last night that 
there is no item for slaughtering inspector 
included in this year’s budget, the fees if 
any to be paid out of miscellaneous funds, 
and that therefore there can be no return 
to free cash on this account. Mr. Stacey 
also objected to certain other items in the 
report, but said there would probably be 
a statement forthcoming later. 


He recommended that the board of 
health office be moved to the town hall, 
the selectmen having told him that there 
was ample space upstairs. This would 
save the present $240 a year rent, plus | 
%70 for heating and a number of other 
small items. When asked if $200 could be 
spent on fixing up an office in the town 
hall, Selectman Shepard stated that for 
that sum a sumptuous office could be pro- 
vided. Mr. White said that the chairman 
of the board objected to having an up- 
stairs office, but he had checked up and 
found that Methuen, North Andover and 
Lawrence have second-floor offices for the 
health board. 

He suggested that at least $50 could be 
saved in the $350 expenditure for use of 
the nurse’s car, since it travels only about 
2500 miles per year, which means 14 
cents per mile. He also reported that 
$156.50 was spent last year on rabies 


treatment, at 75 cents per head, whereas |

Finance Committee Cuts $13,000

the budget totalling $13,000. Reductions 
included highway maintenance $13,000 
down to $10,000; water maintenance 
down $3000; W.P.A. materials and truck 
hire down $2,000; hardsurfacing down 
#5000. The finance committee was op-

New Acquisitions 


at Local Gallery 


A new painting and a new sculpture 
have just been added to the Addison 
Gallery collection. In the case of the 
painting, it is not only a new acquisition 
but also a very recent work by Waldo 
Peirce, a graduate of Phillips academy, 
who had a one-man show at the Gallery 
last spring. 

The picture, purchased by the Gallery 
is not unlike “Haircut by the Sea” which 
was shown here and later purchased by 
the Metropolitan. ‘Haircut by the Sea,” 
showing Peirce’s young wife trying to 
cope with her twin boys against a simple 
background of sea and sky, was larger and 
more monumental in design. ‘The 
Birches” is more intimate and has a more 
elaborate composition. The mother, dress- 
ing a little girl on her lap, is seated in a 
grove of birch trees, the slightly angular 
lines of the figures harmonize with the 
interlaced pattern of the birch trees and 
the figure of Waldo Peirce himself in the 
distance sketching, with his dog by his 
side, adds depth to the composition. The 
subject and the painting of it, with its 
fresh color, suggest all the pleasures of 
summer on a sunny day by a softly 
sparkling Maine sea. 

The new sculpture is by John Flanna- 
gan, a Massachusetts artist trained in 
Minnesota; it also has for subject a 
mother holding her child and is called 
“Monkey and Young.” It is carved 
directly out of a roughly triangular block 
of unpolished granite, and seems almost 
to grow out of the natural formation of the 
stone. The watchfulness and the aloof 
melancholy characteristic of little mon- 
keys are well expressed by the huddled 
group with its simple lines, and the lightly 
carved little hands and faces, so startlingly 


life-like.
